A motion to hold next year's 
13th Annual Circus W ednesday, 
March 30, through A pril 2, two 
weeks before Easter which falls 
on April 17, carried unanim ous­ 
ly. This date, however, is subject 
to revision by the new board of 
directors to be elected the first 
week in November, it was point­ 
ed out.

AIR SERVICE to Palm Springs has been in a tailspin for the 
past two years. The crash came last m onth when W estern Air a n ­ 
nounced that the Palm Springs to Los Angeles flight had been 
discontinued for the sum m er. It came at a time w hen Palm Springs 
was advertising in Pacific Coast newspapers to convince people 
there that “Mav is one of the nicest m onths of all in the V illage”. 
W hen air service w as started here after the war. th e flight 
included El Centro and San Diego. This was discontinued some tim e 
ago, leaving only the flight from L. A to Palm Springs. And the 
service has been getting worse instead of better as Palm Springs has 
continued to grow. 
T he reason given for the discontinuance of service last month 
was the lighting facilities around the local airport. Yet the same 
lighting system has existed there ever since W estern started using 
the field. It seems that the farther the lights are from the m ain feed 
line the dim m er they grow. N ever-the-less they are apparently no 
w orse now than they ever were. 
TRANSCONTINENTAL service stops at Palm Springs would 
be a great boon to this rapidly growing desert area. We understand 
that both TWA and A m erican Airlines have made proposals for 
servicing Palm Springs. We hope th at the CAB will look into them —> 
see w hat these companies have to offer in the w ay of service and 
ships. 
Perhaps W estern A ir has some plans to im prove the service. But 
up u n til now it has not taken m uch interest in the flight, 
flight. 
Good plane service front th e Pacific N orthw est would be a > 
great asset to Palm Springs also, and would bring a lot of people 
here who m ight not com e otherw ise—particularly when they are 
contem plating only a short stay in the Village.
